OLM, Aug. 16—The fall of 
Wersaw and the failure of the Russian 
defensive campaign to prevent the Ger- 
man invasion of Poland have had much 
more profound effect upon Russian na- 
tional feeling than is admitted in dis- 
patches from Petrograd. 

The feeling which has shaken this 
constitutionally stolid and unemotional 
country from one end to the ather is 
not one of discouragement or -submis- 
sion. 

It has not moved anyone to talk of 
ultimate defeat or the possibility of 
Russia's undertaking peace negotiations 
with Germany. Russia's reaction 1s one 
of intense indignation at the Govern- 
ment officials who have been respon- 
sible for her tragic shortage of ammuni- 
tion. : 

The full tragedy of this shortage only 
has been observed by the men at the 
front, who, with empty gun gaissons, 
have helplessly faced the concentrated 
artillery attacks of the enemy and 
have watched the assured progress of 
the German and Austrian trench build- 
ers under their every position without 
the possibility of stopping them. 

Russia's Best Troops Helpless.

British Casualties 
in First Year of War 
Have Reached 381,983 


LONDON, Sept. 14. 
FFICIAL announcement was 
made today in the House of 
Commons that the total of 
British casualties up to Aug. 31 
was 381,983 officers and men killed, 
wounded or missing. 

Detailed figures of the cagual- 
ties are announced as follows: 
Killed and died of wounds—Officers, 
4965; other ranks, 70,002; wounded 
officers, 9973; other ranks, 241,086; 
missing officers, 12,501; other ranks, 
63,466. These figures refer to the 
army alone. 

The last previous statement of the 
total of British casualties was made 
by Premier Asquith, June 9. It 
gave a total of 258,069 up to May 31. 
The losses since then are therefore 
123,914, a daily average of about 1500.

Accord- 
ingly the Teutons built their trench- 
es in plain sight of the Russian posi- 
tions and in such easy range of the 
Russian batteries that a few rounds 
of ammunition could have wiped out 
every sign of the invaders. Thus the 
Russian officers recount that while 
they watched from their observation 
trenches the cool, assured progress 
of the enemy, they could do nothing. 
An enforced idleness and utter help- 
lessness lay on riflemen and gunners, 
for in most of the batteries the larger 
Suns, which alone could have been 
instrumental in holding the Germans, 
were provided with only 10 rounds of 
ammunition.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 14.—William 
Jennings Bryan has signified that he 
is willing to go to Europe and attempt 
to bring about peace. Whether he will 
go will be decided at a conference be- 
tween the Publishers of Foreign Lan- 
guage Newspapers and himself in Wash- 
ington, on Sept. 17 at 4 p. m. 

The announcement of the former State 
Secretary's willingness was contained in 
a letter received today by the editor of 


wien Italian newspaper here, from Dr. 


William Forgo of Brooklyh, who pub- 
lishes the Forgo Guides and heads the 
movement to have Bryan try to stop the 
war. Col. Bryan wm defray his own 
expenses. 

“After a talk I had with Mr. Bryan,” 
wrote Dr. Forgo, 1 am under the im- 
pression: that, provided it develops at 
this meeting with the editors that his 
going: abroad is advisable, he himself 
will, tor the love of the cause, not only 
sacrifice his time, but will also pay his 


Jon expenses.“ 


Negetiations Began in August. 
Dr. Forgo’s first correspondence with 
Bryan and some of the editors of for- 
eign language newspapers,. started on 
Aug. 7. Letters were not received here, 
however, until today. Bryan's proposed 


trip will be for the purpose of demon- 


strating. to the world the power and 
influence for good which is exerted by 


American newspapers published in for- 


eign languages. Prior to his trip, copies 
of every newspaper which Bryan will 
represent will be given him. 

The first of the letters which opened 
the negotiations on Aug. 17 refers to the 
campaign of advertising conducted by 
foreign newspaper editors in an effort 
to stop the war and then unfolds the 
present plan, which is to be backed by 

“private citizens.”’ 

“No one could institute it better than 
William Jennings Bryan, who is known 
all over the world as a champion of 
everlasting peace, says the letter. 


President’s Letter Quoted. 
“As a private citizen he would help 


more than he could as a part of the 
Government. He has the confidence of 
the people; plus that of the President,“ 
and then the letter of President Wilson, 
written when he accepted Bryan’s resig- 
nation from the Cabinet, is quoted only 
in those parts which avoid discussion of 
divergence of views In the attitude to- 
ward Germany. 

Bryan's promise to meet a delegation 
of the editors is told in this letter. 

The movement is such that all lov- 
ers of peace, no matter where their sym- 
pathies lie, could properly lend their as- 
sistance and influence,“ the letter con- 
cludes. 

In the second letter Dr. Forgo tells of 
a preliminary meeting of New York ed- 
itots of foreign newspapers, at which 
Gezea D. Berko, editor of the American- 
Hungarian People’s Voice is quoted as 
saying that naturalized Americans and 
foreigners in the United States are more 
interested in restoring peace than are 
Americans, because in addition to a gen- 
eral desire for peace from the dictates of 
humanity the sufferings of their rela- 
tives in Burope move them to end the 
war.

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The only excuse that can be en- 
tertained, is the scarcity of men, 
France has now enrolled the entire 
nation. In a recent engagement, 


which has not been alluded to ex- 


cept in a laconic sentence in a com- 
munique, a French army lost 50,000 
men. Such a casualty list is a start- 
ling revelation on the cost of an of- 
fensive. This may have beld the 
French forces of the center gtation- 
ary. Gen. Joffre, to whom some deny 
the qualification of military genius, 
has brought organization out of cha- 
os. He is the true savior of France. 

Give Russia the German General 
Staff and the Czar’s troops would be 
in Berlin in three months. The com- 
plete breakdown of the Russian of- 
fengive is due to faulty organization. 

On the surface the Russian army 
is an impressive machine—its very 
size is astounding. There is some- 
thing apt in the steam roller simile. 
But even the steam roller is er 
without gasoline, or if it is defe 2 
in its internal machinery. That's 
what is wrong with Russia. 

The Russian.common soldier and 
the Russian company officer is equal 
in bravery to the German. It is in her 
staff that the Russian shows great 
weakness. The shortage of ammuni- 
tion is such a notorious fact that I 
shall not dwell on it here. Beyond 
this gross military lapwe the present 
debacie can be attributed to the vital 
deficiency. 

First, the almost complete failure 


Jet the. Russian service of security 


and information; second, a woeful 
lack of co-operation between division 
and corps commanders: 

Time and again the Germans and 
Austrians: have carried out surprise 
movements under the very nosés of 
Russian pickets. One Austrian report 


Claims they came upon a whole Rus- | 


sian corps while it was asleep. Such 

Negligence can only lead to the 

worst disaster. It indicates the patrols 

are either nonexistent or so poorly 

Organized as to be noneffective. 
Lack of C leation, 

The lack of communication between 
corps and division headquarters of dif- 
ferent units in the Russian army is no- 
torious. A division commander will get 
a very important piece of information 
which he will keep entirely to himself. 
It may go through to the corps’ com- 
mander, but then it often happens it is 
not communicated to the staff, where it 
might -be of vital importance, 

The fault of intercommunication is a 
frequent one in newly organized armies. 
It takes more than mere numbers to 
win battles. Russia is finding this out 
to her cost. Under Its handicaps the 
army, has executed a remarkable re- 
treat. But on the very face of things it 
is absurd that Germany, with about one- 
third the population of Russia, should 
be able to put more men into the field 
against the Russian forces. The Rus- 
sian communiques always complain of 
being attacked by overwhelming num- 
bers, and at the same time the Ger- 
mans hold the English and French 
armies in check in the west. It is an 
unparalleled military achievement. 

The Russian of the highest classes is 
temperamentally unfitted for what we 
call the business side of war. He is 
lazy. Besides the routine of the sup- 
ply departments appears to him to be 
an inglorious occupation. 

When it is a task of the present mag- 
nitude the Russian of the higher class 
makes every effort to avoid it. The re- 
sult.is sure to spell disaster when we re- 
member that all the most responsible 
positions in the Russian service are held 
by the nobility. There are too many in- 
competent Grand Dukes holding high 
commands. They are regarded as a 
superior class of beings, and for this 
reason any worthy General of ordinary 
birth would not dare to contradict their 
suggestions or interfere with their meth- 
od of handling units. Because a man 
happens to be born a Grand Duke it 
does not necessarily follow that he is 
endowed with superior military ability. 


Pro- German Clique in Russia, 
The cancer that is, eating at the heart 


of Russia is the pro-German clique at 
Petrograd. This is a danger far great- 
er than the straightforward German in- 
vasion. It is like an insidious disease, 
undermining the strength of the na- 
tion. 

The Czar is surrounded by a pro-Ger- 
man staff. And the court is saturated 
with German and Austrian sympathy. 
Sympathy and intrigue is the very life 
of a large number of titled personages 
having strong Teutonic connections. 

At present Italy is a factor of so 
little improtance in the great war 
that its course of action does not 
call for serious study. Her armies 
are opérating on a. restricted front. 
It is obvious they will not move far 
over the greater part of this terri- 
tory.

Post, in its copyrighted financial review, | 
today, says: 

In the desultory talk on current top- 
ics of interest to the financial situation.

In the last-named matter the 
feeling of Wall street, righégly or wrong- 
ly, is so positive as to the certainty of 

ermany's eventual ‘surrender to our 
Government’s demands that the three 
or four days’ delay asked by Count 
Bernstorff has served to sidetrack the 
topic. This, to be sure, does not take 
account of some sibilities, such as 
another regrettab * mistake or ‘‘diso- 
bedience of orders, or “belief in the 
intention of the passenger ship to at- 
tack the submarine, and so forth, to 
the end of the performance. But there 
is such a thing as the Stock Exchange 
growing weary even of recurrent eri- 
ses.” 

Doubtful as to Loan. 

Having lately made up its mind that 
* proposed loan to the London and 
is markéts would go through with 

g colors, and would perhaps be 
— 4 in amount the sum originally 
suggested, Stock Exchange sentiment 
today experienced a reaction. It was 
doubtful if the loan would go at all 
This new view of the matter naturally 
accompanied the beginning of what may 
be called the sparring for position by 
the negotiators on both sides. Ostensibliv 
in behalf of the European applicants, 
the intimation appeared this morning 
that the arantee of the English and 
French overnments should be suffi- 
cient to float the loan without pledge 
of collateral.
